Sup- 
pose the Commissioners do not at- 
tend before him, and the Judge 
makes hisorder granting the certi- 
ficates, what will Judge Settle’s cer- 
lilicatethat Norment and MeNeill 
were elected in Robeson county be 
worth’ For our part we think he 
might ordinarily give sucha certifi- 
cate ofelection to any one he may 
choose. It would be worth nothing 
more thania special tax bond ora Con- 
federate shin-plaster. No legislative 
body in North Corolina is sunk so 
low as to!pay attention to Settle’s cer- 
tificate.

No military officer will dare now let 
the rattle of his musket be heard in 
the precincts of a Capitol. That’s 
passed, Judge Settle.

Even John Pool who, it was said 
by Mr. Badger suggested that Mc- 
Lindsay should capture and lose Wil- 
liam A. Graham, has now become 
the warm eulogist of that represent- 
ative conservative leader.

So the Supreme Court judges being 
absent, the duty of swearing in the 
members devolves on Mr. Howerion, 
Jie proposes to give the radicals the 
coutrol of the Convention by unlaw- 
fully excluding delegates bearing 
proper certificates : but before he will 
do this, he insistson having pre- 
text :—that pretext is to be that other 
persons claim the seats under other 
certificates.

The Sheriff and the Commissioners 
of Robeson county should make res 
turn to Judge Settle’s order that their 
office is performed, and that their 
action can be reviewed only by the 
Convention, Ifthey are men they 
will hold their own and let the law 
take its course.

A Srory.—A Florida corres- 
ndentof the Atlanta Herald, in 
he course of an interesting commu- 
nication regarding Florida fisheries, 
says: “The best fishermen are the 
pelicans and ospreys. A pelican con- 
sumes about a peck of fish a day.— 
They flock about the straits and in- 
lets by thousands. Supposing there 
are 1,000,000 pelicans in Florida—and 
they would eat 500,000 bushels of 
fish each day, or 182,500,000 bushe!s 
year. The millions upon imil- 
ious of white and blue cranes, her- 
ons, curlews, gulls, fishhawks, kirg- 
fishers,and other water fowi, devour 
thousands of bushels of fish every 
twenty-four hours. An experienced 
cracker estimates that 700,000 bush- 
els of fish a day are required to feed 
the birds of Florida alone. This 
would make 225,000,0000 bushels each 
year. Add to this the billions of fish 
swallowed by sharks, bass and oth- 
ers, andthe sum total will reach 
nearly 2,000,000,000 bushels destroyed 
by feathered and finny fishermen on 
the peninsula in tweive months.— 
At first glance these figurea appear 
enormous, but let any man make his 
own estimate and carefully figure it 
up, and he will find them under in- 
stead of over,”’
